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WHEN  distinguished  visitors  come  to  our  shores  we 
seek  to  do  them  honor.  We  like  to  be  able  to  say 
that  when  any  such  visitor  was  in  this  country  he  came  to 
our  town  or  city.  The  occasion  of  his  visit  becomes  as 
it  were  a  kind  of  marker — B.  C, 
A.  D.,  Hegira,  or  the  like,  and  later 
happenings  are  reckoned  from  that 
event. 

This  is  the  era  too  when  the  grant- 
ing of  honorary  degrees  is  much  in 
vogue.  Men  of  prominence  without 
regard  to  any  connection  with  the 
conferring  institution  have  such  de- 
grees offered  them,  and  they  are 
very  susceptible  to  the  compliment. 
They  apparently  enjoy  the  privilege 
of  having  certain  letters  of  the  al- 
phabet after  their  names. 

The  colleges  and  universities  alone 
are  invested  with  the  right  to  make 
such  bestowals.  The  little  college 
sees  to  it  that  its  charter  gives  such 
authority  and  is  prompt  to  make 
use  of  the  right. 

While  the  distinguished  personage 
would  naturally  prefer  to  receive  a 
degree  from  some  institution  of  size 
and  eminence,  it  appears  that  he  is 
not  apt  to  decline  the  honor  when  it 
comes  from  some  small  or  little 
known  institution.  The  letters  des- 
ignating the  degree  are  the  same 
and  do  not  change  in  character  no 

matter  how  small  or  generally  unknown  is  the  conferring 
institution.  Colleges  and  universities  like  to  honor  thent- 
selves  bv  having  some  great  man  accept  a  degree  at  their 
hands.  They  w'ill  see  to  it  that  the  occasion  of  its  being 
conferred  is  given  due  publicity  and  that  their  records 
will  show  to  those  of  the  present  and  future  generations 
that  the  great  man  is  enrolled  among  those  who  have  been 
so  honored. 

Doubtless  the  conferring  college  or  university  feels  that 
the  honor  is  one  which  any  man  might  be  pleased  to 
have  at  its  hands;  but  often  times  the  honor  really  comes 
to  the  institution  in  having  a  man  of  great  eminence 
accept  the  award  from  it.  The  institution,  as  it  were, 
becomes  the  tail  of  the  kite  and  is  carried  aloft  by  the 
recipient  who  then  becomes  the  kite  itself. 

We  cannot  blame  any  college  for  wishing  to  be  so 
honored,  but  sometimes  it  causes  wonderment  that  the 


great  man  should  be  interested.  However,  it  is  perhaps 
not  easy  to  refuse  a  well  meant  compliment.  The  small 
institution  is  not  unlike  the  widow,  it  has  given  all  it  had 
to  give.  Moreover,  our  great  men  have  their  own  foibles 
and  vanities  and  some  may  like  to  see  how  many  such 
degrees  they  can  accumulate.

Represented  at  Address 

by  Churchill

t  would'be  of  interest  to  alumni 
of   the   college   that   Hampden- 


Sydney  was  well  represented  on  the 
occasion  of  the  address  of  the  Hon- 
orable Winston  Spencer  Churchill 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia 
on  March  8  last,  there  being  two 
Hampden-Sydney  men  on  the  re- 
ception committee  and  two  on  the 
committee  of  arrangements  from 
Senate  and  House. 

The  occasion  of  the  visit  and 
address  of  the  great  wartime  Prime 
Minister  of  Great  Britain  was  the 
outstanding  event  of  the  session  of 
the  General  Assembly.  It  was  the 
more  impressive  since  Mr.  Churchill 
was  accompanied  by  General  of  the 
Army,  Eisenhower  and  Field  Mar- 
shall' Sir  Maitland  Wilson  of  the 
British  Army.  It  was  a  marked 
distinction  conferred  on  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia 
and  the  City  of  Richmond  to  have  men  of  such  world-wide 
renown  appear  before  the  joint  assemblies  of  the  two 
Houses,  and  to  have  Mr.  Churchill  address  this  the  oldest 
lawmaking  body  on  the  "mainland  of  America,"  as 
expressed  by  Mr.  Churchill.  He  was  seeing  to  it  that  the 
Island  of  Bermuda  in  the  Western  hemisphere  was  not 
overlooked. 

The  program  went  off  with  all  the  dignity  and  ceremony 
which  should  prevail  in  the  receiving  of  so  distinguished  a 
guest,  in  the  old  State  Capitol  at  Richmond.  Everything 
was  done  in  the  due  order  and  decorum,  such  as  is  dear  to 
the  hearts  of  Britishers.  The  reception  which  the  great 
wartime  Prime  Minister  received  from  the  time  that  he 
alighted  from  his  train  at  Broad  Street  Station,  along 
Monument  Avenue,  Franklin  and  Grace  Streets,  and  in 
the  Capitol,  must  have  cheered  his  British  heart. 
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His  address  was  in  every  way  fitting  and  he  said  so  well 
that  which  was  appropriate  to  be  said  on  such  an  occasion. 
He  measured  up  to  the  conception  we  had  formed  of  his 
great  and  unusual  ability  as  an  orator.  To  add  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  occasion  Mrs.  Churchill  and  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Oliver,  were  present.  This  visit  will  long  be  re- 
membered by  Virginians.  Mr.  Churchill's  consenting  to 
make  this  address  was  a  more  signal  honor  in  that  he  had 
declined  invitations  to  address  the  Legislatures  of  a 
number  of  other  states.  He  stated  that  he  could  not  but 
accept  the  invitation  to  appear  before  the  General  As- 
semblv  of  the  Old  Dominion.

Richard  Claypool 
Meese  was  born 
March  lo,  1923,  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
H.  P.  Meese  of  Swiss- 
vale,  Pa.  Richard  was 
prepared  for  college  at 
the  Swissvale  High 
School.  He  was  an  ex- 
cellent student  and  an 
enthusiastic  partici- 
pant in  school  activi- 
ties and  in  the  work 
of  the  Presbyterian 
church  of  which  he 
was  a  member.  Enter- 
ing Hampden-Sydney 
in  the  fall  of  1941,  he 
went  quietly  about  his 
work  and  made  a  first 
rate  scholastic  aver- 
age. In  writing  of  him 
a  relative  reported: 
"H  is  year  at 
Hampden-Sydney  was 
one  of  the  happiest  of  his  life.  He  was  all  the  time  talking 
about  the  old  College." 

Young  Meese  entered  the  service  May  19,  1943,  qualify- 
ing as  a  candidate  for  the  Army  Air  Corps.  He  served  as 
a  second  lieutenant  with  the  19th  Bomb  Group,  30th 
Squadron,  in  the  Pacific.  He  was  killed  in  a  plane  crash  at 
Guam,  November  2,  1945.  At  the  time,  Lieutenant  Meese 
was  serving  as  flight  engineer  on  a  B-2g. 

The  College  mourns  the  loss  of  another  of  her  gallant 
sons.

Dr.  Sydnor  Honored  by  the 
Library  of  Congress 

Dr.  Charles  Sackett  Sydnor,  '18,  Ph.  D.,  of  Johns 
Hopkins  in  1923,  was  Professor  of  History  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  1923-25,  after  which  he  was  head  of  the 
Department  of  History  of  the  Lhiiversity  of  Mississippi, 
1925-1936.  Since  then  he  has  been  Professor  at  Duke 
L'niversity,  N.  C.  For  a  fuller  statement  of  his  work,  we 
copy  from  the  Durham  (N.  C.)  Morning  Herald  oi  January 
6,  1946: 

Charles  Sackett  Sydnor,  professor  of  history  at  Duke 
University  since  1936,  and  one  of  the  South's  leading 
authors  on  Southern  history,  has  been  awarded  a  grant- 
in-aid  for  study  in  the  history  of  American  civilization. 
The  award  has  been  made  by  the  Library  of  Congress. 

This  is  the  second  award  of  grants,  established  on  the 
basis  of  a  subvention  from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation, 
in  this  field. 

The  topic  of  Dr.  Sydnor's  project  is,  "Trends  in 
Southern  Political  Leadership,  1783  to  the  present."  He 
will  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from  Duke  to  devote  his 
entire  energies  to  the  completion  of  his  project. 

Dr.  Sydnor  has  served  as  president  of  the  Southern 
Historical  Association  and  on  the  editorial  boards  of  many 
publications  related  to  the  history  of  the  South.  He  is  a 
frequent  speaker  before  historical  and  educational  groups. 


Dr.  Edwin  C.  Wade  has  Resigned  the 
Presidency  of  Bluefield  College 

Dr.  E.  C.  Wade,  "07,  has  been  a  successful  and  useful 
manager  of  schools  most  of  his  adult  life.  For  many  years 
he  was  Superintendent  of  Bluefield  City  schools.  For  a 
time  he  held  the  same  position  in  the  Florence,  S.  C,  City 
schools.  In  1934  he  became  President  of  the  Bluefield 
College.  At  that  time  the  College  owed  ^276,000  and  the 
enrollment  was  about  140.  Now  Dr.  Wade  has  offered  his 
resignation  as  President  effective  June  30,  1946.  The 
College  is  free  from  debt  and  the  peak  enrollment  before 
the  \Var  II  was  310.  Dr.  Wade  has  been  prominent  in 
civic  and  religious  as  well  as  in  educational  circles.  It 
was  through  his  influence  and  aid  that  Hampden-Sydney 
College  was  able  to  operate  its  summer  session  in  Bluefield 
for  several  summers  using  the  plant  of  Bluefield  College 
and  enjoying  the  cooperation  of  Bluefield  friends  and  the 
recognition  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  \\  est 
Virginia.  It  is  said  that  Dr.  Wade  will  enter  private 
business  and  will  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  Easley- 
Wilson  Realty  Company  with  which  he  has  been  con- 
nected in  the  past.  His  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  wish 
him  deserved  and  abundant  success. 


Mr.  Palmer  M.  Simpson 
in  Newfoundland 

The  Red  Cross  has  offered  Mr.  Simpson  the  director- 
ship of  six  bases  in  the  frozen  north.  He  has  accepted  and 
is  living  at  the  Naval  Air  Base  at  Argentia,  Newfoundland.

Dear  Alumnus: 

George  Walker  reminded  me  today  that  my  page 
should  be  in  by  Saturday — less  than  two  days  off.  That 
is  the  way  he  does  me,  and  makes  me  like  it.  Affection 
has  its  problems. 

•  Most  of  my  time  since  my  last 
letter  has  been  devoted  to  the  Cam- 
paign. Though  my  tongue  is  generalh- 
out,  I'm  having  a  good  time  and  I 
hope  to  be  on  my  feet  at  the  finish,  as 
impossible   as   this   seems,   at   times. 

I  have  just  returned  from  New 
York.  The  visit  was  mainly  to  see 
Mr.  Davis  of  the  General  Education 
Board  and  Mr.  Josephs  of  the  Car- 
negie Foundation.  You  have  no  idea 
how  I  am  hoping  for  results.  Any- 
way, they  are  fine  gentlemen.  To  see 
the  way  they  can  resist  pleading,  not 
to  say  pressure,  is  worth  the  trip,  time 
and  effort. 

These  are  busy  days  for  us.  We  accepted  as  many  as 
we  could  on  February  26,  increasing  the  enrollment  to 
162.  It  looks  now  that  the  September  term  will  push  us 
up  to  capacity.  What  makes  it  difficult  is  the  crowded 
condition,  especially  in  the  Freshman  class.  The  dis- 
tribution of  the  students  into  the  four  classes  is  all  out  of 
proportion. 

I  am  seeking  a  faculty  for  350  men.  This  number  will 
require  at  least  24  professors,  two  more  than  when  the 
enrollment  reached  399. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  a  real  effort  is  being  made 
to  improve  the  housing  conditions  of  the  faculty.  This 
work  has  long  been  needed.  If  we  can  get  the  material 
and  the  labor,  things  should  be  much  better  by  fall. 

The  Half-Million  Dollar  Campaign  goes  well.  It  is  my 
hope  that  we  will  have  the  entire  amount  in  cash  and 
pledges  by  the  last  of  December,  if  not  before.  Work  in 
the  remaining  five  Presbyteries  is  getting  under  way,  and 
if  they  equal  the  accomplishments  in  the  other  three,  all 
will  be  well. 

Spring  is  about  here.  I  do  not  have  to  say  any  more  to 
any  one  who  has  been  to  Hampden-Sydney.  It  is  unusually 
lovely  this  year. 

Finals  will  be  held  on  June  9-1 1.  Come  if  you  can.  There 
will  be  only  six  graduates,  but  many  of  our  old  boys  are 
back  and  you  will  greatly  enjoy  seeing  them.  It  is  good 
to  have  them  "home"  after  being  all  over  the  world. 

There  are  now  one  hundred  G.  I.'s  enrolled.  Their 
work  is  of  an  unusually  high  order.  They  mean  business. 
Their  attitude  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  all 
concerned.  The  sight  of  some  of  our  boys  with  their 
wives  and  babies  is  one  I  can  hardly  believe. 

Again,  I  would  remind  you  of  how  much  we  have  for 
gratitude — the  V-12  Unit  during  the  war  and  the  period 
of  reconversion  so  much  better  than  we  dared  hope.  On 
top  of  this  the  interest  of  the  Synod,  the  success  of  the 
Campaign,  and  the  continued  interest  and  generosity  of 


the  Alumni.  By  the  way,  the  last  figures  on  the  Fund  for 
this  year  are  ^38,435  from  1,050  contributors.  It  is  a 
matter  of  genuine  gladness  that  the  Fund  has  in  no  way 
been  affected  by  the  Campaign.

A  Candle  in  the  House 

This  is  the  title  of  a  book  of  nineteen  sermons  by  the 
Right  Reverend  William  Robert  Moody,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Class  of  1922,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  Ky. 
The  subject  of  the  first  sermon,  based  on  Psalm  18:28; 
gives  the  title  to  the  whole  group.  All  of  these  sermons 
were  preached  in  Christ  Episcopal  Church,  Baltimore, 
Md.,  the  author's  last  parish  before  he  was  ordained 
Bishop;  and  the  volume — published  by  Faith  House, 
Lexington,  Ky. — is  dedicated  to  the  members  of  that 
church,  "My  dear  friends  who  will  always  have  a  place 
in  my  heart." 

Like  all  of  the  good  Bishop's  sermons,  these  are  persua- 
sive, logical,  evangelical  and  scriptural. 


John  D.  "Ducky"  Pond,  '44, 
Back  in  College 

The  war  record  of  John  Daniel  Pond,  '44,  briefly  stated 
in  outline  is  as  follows:  Enlisted  in  Richmond,  Va., 
March  10,  1942;  in  April  1942  entered  the  U.  S.  A.  Air 
Force  as  cadet  at  Santa  Ana,  Cal.,  preflight  at  King  City, 
Cal.,  at  advanced  flying  school  at  Victorville,  Cal., 
graduated  as  bombadier  and  commissioned  second  lieu- 
tenant in  1943,  and  took  the  regular  training  before  being 
sent  to  England  where  he  remained  only  three  weeks 
before  being  sent  into  action.  He  survived  a  bad  Fortress 
crash  in  England,  and  besides  baled  out  of  a  B-17  over 
his  own  landing  field;  in  England  and  over  the  Continent 
in  21  missions  his  plane  was  hit  many  times,  but  Lieu- 
tenant Pond  was  uninjured  until  the  afternoon  of  March 
8,  1944,  when  a  heavy  attack  of  U.  S.  planes  was  made  on 
Berlin;  a  Focke-Wolfe  German  shot  the  tail  off  Pond's 
plane  and  he  baled  out;  broke  his  right  foot  in  landing 
and  was  captured  on  the  outskirts  of  Berlin.  A  prisoner 
of  war  for  14  months  and  not  heard  from  by  the  Army  or 
by  Red  Cross,  he  was  listed  as  killed  in  action.  Fed  on 
horse-meat,  frozen  potatoes,  turnips,  and  brown  bread, 
he  was  discovered  and  liberated  by  the  Russians  on  May 
I,  1945.  The  Lieutenant  holds  the  Air  Medal  and  three 
Oak  Leaf  Clusters,  the  Purple  Heart,  and  the  European 
Ribbon  with  one  Battle  Star.     Released  from  service  on 
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January  I,  1946,  he  returned  to  college  in  February.  On 
the  22  of  February  he  was  married  to  Miss  Daphne  Louise 
Pixley,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Fixley  of  Crewe, 
Va.  The  couple  is  now  living  at  Hampden  House,  home  of 
Miss  Minnie  Lacy.

David  Spencer  Wilson 

David  Spencer  Wilson,  '38,  was  the  only  son  of  Dean 
David  C.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Wilson.  His  childhood  and 
early  youth  were  spent  at  Hampde*-Sydney  where  he 
was  known  and  loved  by  a  wide  circle  of  friends.  He  entered 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis  in  1936,  as  mid- 
shipman and  graduated  as  Ensign  in  June  1940,  and  was 
quickly  promoted  to  Lieutenant  (jg).  He  served  on  the 
flagship  U.  S.  S.  Pennsylvania,  and  was  at  Pearl  Harbor 
at  the  time  of  the  Japanese  attack.  Promoted  to  Lieu- 
tenant in  1942,  the  young  officer  was  on  the  LT.  S.  S. 
O'Bannon,  a  destroyer  and  on  the  seaplane  tender  Mack- 
inaw. In  June  1943,  at  his  own  request,  he  was  transferred 
to  Submarine  service  and  entered  the  Submarine  School 
at  New  London,  Conn.  Having  graduated,  he  was  sent 
to  the  west  Coast  and  was  assigned  to  the  Tullibee,  which 
was  sunk  on  March  27,  1944.  The  sole  survivor  of  the 
crew  was  Clifford  Kuykendall  of  Texas,  gunner's  mate 
2/c.,  who  has  given  a  brief  account  of  the  situation,  saying 
that  he  was  battle  lockout  northwest  of  Palau  on  March 
26,  1944,  during  a  surface  torpedo  attack  when  a  terrific 
explosion  shook  the  Tullibee.  He  found  himself  struggling 
in  the  water  and  heard  cries  of  other  men.  Later  the 
Tullibee  went  down.  Seven  hours  later  Kuykendall  was 
picked  up  by  an  enemy  escort  craft. 

Lieutenant  ^\'ilson  at  first  reported  as  missing  is  now 
listed  as  lost.  Thus  ended  the  earthly  career  of  a  dutiful 
and  affectionate  son,  a  promising  young  [officer,  a  cour- 
teous and  upright  Christian  gentleman. 

Besides  his  parents,  Lieutenant  Wilson  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  before  her  marriage.  Miss  Cecil  Train. 


Churchill  Visits  Virginia 

On  March  8,  citizens  of  \'irginia  were  proud  to  have  as 
the  guest  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  great  wartime 
Prime  Minister  of  England.  The  visit  of  Mr.  Churchill 
was  a  happy  one,  and  memorable  to  all  who  glimpsed 
him,  or  listened  to  his  speech[in  the^Hall  of  the  House  of 
Delegates;or  who,  over  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  Old 
Dominion,  tuned  in  on'their[radids. 

His  excellent  address  bore  testimony  to  the  worth  and 
courage  of  the  English-speaking  nations  in  time  of  war 
and  disaster.  It  pled  for  continued  wise  and  constructive 
cooperation  toward  a  lasting  peace. 

Friends  of  Mr.  Robert  K.  Brock,  of  the  Virginia  Senate, 
will  be  interested  to  know  that  it  was  he  who  intro- 
duced the  resolution  to  have  Mr.  Churchill  invited.  Mr. 
Churchill  referred  to  this  beautifully  worded  resolution 
as  having,  in  great  part,  decided  him  to  come  to  Richmond. 

It  was  Mr.  Brock  who  had  the  honour  of  conducting 
Mr.  Churchill  to  his  place  in  the  House  of  Delegates. 


SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION  No.  6 

Tuesday,  January  15,  1946 

Inviting  the  Honorable  Winston  Spencer  Churchill  to 
address  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia 

Patrons — Messrs.  Brock  and  Battle 

Whereas,  during  England's  darkest  hours  in  W  orld  \\"ar 
II,  her  great  Prime  Minister,  the  Honorable  Winston 
Spencer  Churchill,  with  matchless  eloquence  and  in- 
domitable will,  inspired  his  bomb-scarred  nation  to  fight 
on  until  the  resources  and  weight  of  the  democratic 
nations  could  be  mustered  to  overthrow  the  ruthless 
conqueror;  and 

Whereas,  by  his  patience  and  understanding,  and  his 
ability  to  work  with  other  great  leaders  in  the  cause  of 
freedom,  Winston  Churchill  helped  weld  together  in  an 
invincible  military  union  the  British  Empire,  the  Soviet 
LTnion,  and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  thereby 
insured  the  destruction  of  the  Axis  powers,  the  liberation 
of  prostrate  Europe,  and  the  survival  of  civilization  itself;

Whereas,  because  of  his  American  mother  the  beautiful 
and  accomplished  Jenny  Jerome,  and  his  many  personal 
ties  with  our  own  country,  the  presence  of  Winston 
Churchill  in  the  United  States  is  a  source  of  satisfaction, 
not  only  to  the  few  who  know  him  as  an  intimate  and  well- 
loved  friend,  but  to  the  many  who  look  upon  him  as  one  of 
history's  immortals;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  \'irginia,  the  House  of 
Delegates  concurring,  that  the  General  Assembly  of  \'ir- 
ginia,  the  oldest  law-making  body  in  the  western  hemis- 
phere, hereby  invites  the  Honorable  \Mnston  Spencer 
Churchill  to  appear  before  it  at  such  time  as  may  suit  his 
convenience,  and  to  address  it  upon  such  subject  as  he

THE  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute — formerly  the 
Virginia  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College — like 
many  other  Colleges  in  the  United  States  has  through  the 
years  been  indebted  to  Hampden-Sydney  College  for 
valuable  contribution  to  its  staff.    For  example: 

Professor  Joseph  Xenophon  Morton  (1836-1916),  Class 
of  1858,  A.  B.,  A.  M.  (C.  S.  A.),  was  Professor  of  English 
in  Virginia  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  at  its 
inception. 

Dr.  Charles  Martin  (1817-1888),  A.  B.,  A.  M.  (C.  S.  A.), 
Professor  at  Hampden-Sydney,  1847-1871;  Acting  Presi- 
dent of  Hampden-Sydney,  1848-49  and  1856-57,  was 
Professor  at  V.  P.  I.  in  the  i88o's. 

Professor  George  William  Walker  (1845-1910),  Class 
of  1868,  A.  B.,  A.  M.  (C.  S.  A.),  was  Professor  of  Latin  at 
V.  P.  I. 

Theodorick  Pryor  Campbell  (1861-1928),  Class  of  i88i, 
A.  B.,  A.  M.,  LL.  D.,  was  Professor  of  Modern  Languages 
and  Dean  at  V.  P.  I. 

Dr.  Joseph  Dupuy  Eggleston  (1867  ),  Class  of 

1886,  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  LL.  D.,  now  President  Emeritus  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  was  President  of  V.  P.  I., 
1913-1919. 

Emmet  Russell  Price  (1874-1944),  Class  of  1894,  held 
various  journalistic  positions  at  V.  P.  I. 

John  Edward  Williams  (1867-1943),  Class  of  1892, 
A.  B.,  M.  A.,  Ph.  D.,  was  Professor  at  V.  P.  I.  (1903- 
1943),  and  Dean  (1924-1943). 

And  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  March  24,  1946, 
announced  that  Dr.  Walter  Stephenson  Newman  of  the 


Class  of  1917  had  been  elected  \  ice  President  of  the 
Institution  at  Blacksburg  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Newman  was  born  in  Woodstock,  Va.;  graduated 
as  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  in 
1917;  received  the  M.  S.  degree  from  V.  P.  I.,  in  1919; 
was  awarded  the  Ph.  D.  degree  from  Pennsylvania  State 
in  193 1.  He  taught  Vocational  Agriculture  for  some  years 
in  the  Schools  of  Virginia;  was  a  member  of  the  Teachers 
Training  Department  at  V.  P.  I.,  1922-25;  was  State 
Supervisor  of  Vocational  Agriculture  1925-42;  and  State 
Administrator  of  the  National  Youth  Administration, 
1936-1942.  In  1942  he  became  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  of  Virginia. 

The  Doctor  now  becomes  the  first  holder  of  this  new 
position — Vice  President  of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute,  chosen  after  careful  examination  of  the  qualifi- 
cations of  many  distinguished  educators  recommended 
for  the  place.  He  is  expected  to  enter  upon  his  new  duties 
in  May  next. 

President  John  R.  Hutcheson  of  the  V.  P.  I.,  says: 
"We  are  happy  that  Dr.  Newman  has  accepted."  The 
Doctor's  Alma  Mater  extends  congratulations  and  feels 
sure  that  this  distinguished  son  will  succeed  in  this  work 
as  in  all  others  performed  so  well. 

Our  Ex-Presidents  Can  Still  Write 

Rev.  Henry  Tucker  Graham,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Class  of 
1886,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  1908-1917, 
once  Missionary  to  Japan,  was  later  a  useful  and  prominent 
pastor  of  important  churches  in  the  bounds  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Assembly.  Now,  though  officially  retired,  he 
still  is  able  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  message  by  voice  and 
pen.  Recently  the  alumni  office  has  received  two  of  his 
sermons  printed  separately  in  pamphlet  form.  The  text 
of  one  is  found  in  Mark  8:37:  "What  Shall  A  Man  Give 
In  Exchange  For  His  Soul?"  The  text  of  the  other  is  a 
clause  taken  from  I  Peter  1:5:  "Kept  By  The  Power  Of 
God."  In  the  first  the  value  of  the  soul  is  forcefully 
emphasized  in  marked  contrast  with  the  things  of  the 
flesh  and  time.  The  second  of  these  discourses  points  to 
"The  Safety  Of  The  Believer."  With  apt  illustration  and 
persuasive  appeal  the  only  possible  safety  for  fallen  man  is 
explained. 

The  good  pastor,  as  we  all  know,  has  a  charming  style 
which  the  passage  of  time  has  not  changed.  He  still 
presents  his  subject  with  the  grace  of  the  rhetorician, 
the  skill  of  the  advocate,  and  the  logic  of  the  theologian. 

Another  pamphlet  which  merits  special  mention  is  by 
Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston  of  the  Class  of  1886,  President  of  the 
College  1918-1939,  and  now  President  Emeritus.  The  title 
is  "Historic  State  Hill  Plantation  in  Virginia."  This 
scholarly  brochure  was  inspired  by  the  author's  desire 
to  explain  why  "A  Little  White  House"  has  recently 
been  placed  on  the  College  campus.  As  President  Gam- 
mon in  his  foreword  says:  "The  answer  is  that  it  is  the 
office  of  Captain  Nathaniel  Venable  of  Slate  Hill."  Dr. 
Eggleston  in  his  exposition  ably  and  abundantly  justifies 
the  use  of  the  word  "Historic"  in  his  caption,  and  shows 
conclusively  why  a  plantation  in  the  "back  country"  of 
Colonial  Virginia  should  be  thus  designated.  He  reveals 
that  it  was  the  home  of  soldiers  who  fought  for  home  and 
freedom,  of  patriots  who  served  the  country  well  in  peace, 
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of  lawyers,  of  statesmen;  it  was  the  temporary  boyhood's 
home  of  a  President  of  the  United  States  who  owed  much 
to  "Slate  Hill"  and  to  Hampden-Sydney  College;  it  was 
the  birthplace  of  men  prominent  in  the  promotion  of 
religion,  in  the  development  of  a  fine  civilization  and  in 
the  establishment  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  it  was 
graced  by  women,  too,  "of  initiative,  courage,  and  char- 
acter." Lastly  it  was  where  Hampden-Sydney  College 
was  brought  into  being. 

Dr.  Eggleston's  portrayal  of  Captain  Nathaniel  Yenable, 
of  his  wife,  and  of  their  fourteen  children  is  interesting 
and  graphic,  and  it  shows  wide  research  and  careful  prep- 
aration. To  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  it  is  a  valuable 
contribution  by  an  honored  son,  whose  affectionlj  for 
Alma  Mater  is  warm  and  true,  whose  services  in  her 
behalf  have  been  faithful  and  fruitful,  and — we  are  glad 
to  be  able  to  add — whose  eye  has  not  been  dimmed  by 
the  passing  years  and  whose  mental  force  has  not  been 
abated.

The  Gold  Star  in  lieu  of  a  seventh  Air  Medal:  For 
operations  against  enemy  shipping,  airfields,  and  in- 
stallations, inflicting  serious  damage;  thirty-five  missions 
March  18  to  July  30,  1945. 

ID.  The  Gold  Star  in  lieu  of  a  second  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross:  For  heroism  against  Japanese  fleet  at  Kure 
Naval  Base  in  Inland  Sea,  July  28,  1945;  as  leader  of  eight 
carrier-based  bomber  planes,  he  scored  a  direct  hit  on  an 
enemy  cruiser.

II.  The  Navy  Cross:  For  extraordinary  heroism  in  a 
Carrier  strike  against  Major  Units  of  a  Japanese  fleet  in 
Tokyo  Bay;  he  scored  a  direct  hit  in  the  face  of  intense 
anti-aircraft  fire.

Dr.  R.  D.  Bedinger  Changes 
His  Field  of  Usefulness 

Dr.  Robert  Dabney  Bedinger,  '06,  for  many  years  was 
a  useful  and  consecrated  missionary  in  Africa.  Imperative 
reasons  caused  his  return  to  the  United  States  some  years 
ago.  For  three  and  a  half  years  he  has  served  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Negro  work  in  connection  with  the  As- 
sembly's Home  Missions  Committees  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church.  It  was  a  difficult  work,  beset  by 
many  troubles;  but  he  has  come  through  them  all  well; 
"he  has  convinced  everyone  of  his  high  courage  and  his 
deeply  rooted  honesty."  He  feels  constrained  to  give  up 
this  work  and  has  offered  his  resignation  effective  January 
31,  1946.  The  church  can  ill  afford  to  lose  him  from  this 
position — a  position  which  is  so  necessary  and  which  he 
has  filled  so  well.  Dr.  Bedinger  will  become  superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  in  Central  Mississippi  Presbytery.

Lieutenant  Thomas  Edward  Crawley 
and  The  Hobson 

Thomas  Edward  Crawley,  '41,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  entered 
service  in  July  1942,  was  a  member  of  the  V-7  Unit  at 
Notre  Dame,  took  the  three  months'  course  at  New  York 
Midshipman's  Training  School,  was  commissioned  Ensign 
on  October  28,  1942,  and  was  assigned  to  the  destroyer 
Ilohson.  After  participating  in  the  invasion  of  North 
Africa,  the  Hobson  engaged  in  scouting  and  screening 
actions  of  the  Atlantic  destroyer  division  based  on  New- 
foundland and  Iceland.  In  1943,  this  ship  was  assigned 
to  the  British  fleet  for  six  months,  engaged  on  the  coasts 
of  Norway  and  North  Russia.  In  1944,  this  ship  was 
engaged  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  in  Anti-Submarine  actions. 
On  D-Day  the  Hobson  was  flagship  for  the  group  of 
destroyers  supporting  the  American  beach-head.  Some  of 
these  destroyers  were  sunk,  and  the  Hobson  received  a 
Presidential  Unit  Citation  for  action  near  Cherbourg;  and 
it  took  part  in  the  invasion  of  Southern  France.  Converted 
into  a  Destroyer  Mine-Sweeper,  the  Hobson  was  sent  to 
the  Pacific  to  sweep  the  approaches  to  Okinawa  and 
Japan;  it  also  swept  channels  through  the  China  Sea.  In 
these  perilous  duties  only  one  of  the  ships  engaged  was 
undamaged — one  had  been  sunk  and  ten  had  been  seriously 
injured  by  bombs  and  suicide  planes.  In  all  these  activities 
Lieutenant  Crawley  had  taken  part  with  credit  to  himself 
and  to  the  service.  In  July  1945,  he  was  detached  from 
the  Hobson  and  was  assigned  to  the  destroyer  Power  and 
served  in  the  Caribbean  area  until  his  terminal  leave. 
Having  been  promoted  through  all  the  ranks  (midshipman 
to  Lieutenant),  he  received  the  Bronze  Star  Medal  "for 
meritorious     and     heroic     achievement."  Lieutenant 

Crawley  is  now  a  memberof  the  Hampden-Sydney  Faculty.

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//  Hampden-Sydney  Men  as  Moderators 
y  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia 

The  Synod  of  \'irginia  has  met  158  times,  beginning  in 
1788.  Fifty-one  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  have  been 
Moderators  of  Synod,  but  several  of  these  have  been 
Moderators  more  than  once;  so  that  in  the  158  years  our 
alumni  have  been  Moderators  59  times. 

Dr.  Moses  Hoge  is  not  counted  in  the  above  list,  as  he 
was  not  an  alumnus,  but  when  Synod  met  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  on  "the  4th  ^^ednesday  in  October,"  1807,  Dr. 
Hoge  had  accepted  the  Presidency  of  the  College  and  had 
arrived  to  begin  his  new  duties.  It  was,  therefore,  fitting 
that  the  new  President  should  receive  this  recognition. 
He  was  made  Moderator  again  in  181 1.  He  should,  there- 
fore, bring  the  Hampden-Sydney  men  to  52,  and  as  making 
a  grand  total  of  60. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Holt  Rice  is  counted  among  the  alumni, 
though  he  is  not  mentioned  as  such  in  Bagby's  General 
Catalogue  or  in  Morrison's  Dictionary.  But  he  took  his 
college  studies  at  Hampden-Sydney  "under  his  brother, 
John  Holt  Rice,"  who  was  then  a  member  of  the  Faculty. 
It  seems  highly  improbable  that  he  did  not  attend  classes.

George  Bruce  Williams,  '44 

-  In  a  memorial  service  held  in  College  Church,  February 
17,  1946,  Doctor  J.  B.  Massey  of  the  Faculty  paid  the 
following  tribute  to  George  Bruce  Williams,  youngest  son 
of  Doctor  W'.  Twyman  Williams,  pastor  of  the  church. 

Second  Lieutenant  George  Bruce  Williams  was  re- 
ceived into  this  church  before  he  was  eleven  years  old. 
While  a  Junior  in  college  here,  he  was  called  for  induction, 
having  enlisted  for  Army  aviation.  He  was  commissioned 
at  Moody  Field,  Valdosta,  Ga.,  and  in  all  stages  of  this 
training  as  Aviation  Cadet  and  officer  he  held  the  rating 
"superior,"  the  highest  given.  In  September  1944,  he 
flew  his  B-17  to  England,  and  was  assigned  to  the  94th 
Bomber  Group,  331st  Squadron,  8th  Air  Force.  On  his 
second  mission,  his  bomber  was  shot  down  near  Bohlen, 
Germany.  Of  the  crew  of  nine,  there  was  only  one  sur- 
vivor. After  having  been  listed  as  missing  for  more  than 
six  months,  the  others  were  officially  reported  killed  in 
action. 

Lieutenant  Williams  was  awarded  the  post-mortem 
Purple  Heart.  Lieutenant  General  Eaker  wrote  of  him: 
"It  has  come  to  my  notice  that  his  cadetship  was  ac- 
complished in  an  excellent  manner.  I  find  further  that 
he  merited  the  confidence  of  his  superiors  for  alert  and 
conscientious  attention  to  duty  and  for  qualities  that  make 
a  valuable  officer  and  pilot."  The  sole  survivor  of  his 
crew,  Sergeant  George  Perrin,  wrote:  "He  was  a  grand 
pilot  and  I  loved  him." 

A  Letter  from  a  Transport  Chaplain

ARMISTEAD.  Dr.  Thomas  McMurray  Armistead,  Jr.,  '36,  died  in 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  on  March  i,  1946.  His  death  was  caused  by  a  skull- 
fracture  received  when  he  slipped  and  fell  in  the  corridor  of  the  State 
Colony  Hospital  of  which  he  was  a  staff  member.  Dr.  .Armistead  was  a 
graduate  of  the  LIniversity  of  Virginia  Medical  School;  had  served  as 
interne  at  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital  in  Richmond;  and  had  been  resident 
physician  in  the  Norfolk  General  Hospital  before  joining  the  Colony 
Staff  in  1943.

She  was  aunt  of  the  following  nieces  and  nephews — all 
friends  of  Hampden-Sydney:  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Mrs.  Gilmer  Crad- 
dock,  Mrs.  John  B.  Roller,  John  Pryor  Atkinson,  Boiling  Jones  Atkinson, 
and  Meade  Randolph  ,'\tkinson.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  Concord 
Presbyterian  Church,  near  Rawlings;  interment  followed  in  the  church 
cemetery,  the  services  being  conducted  by  the  pastor  of  the  church, 
assisted  by  Rev.  M.  R.  Atkinson,  D.  D. 

L.'\RUS.  Mr.  Charles  Dunning  Larus,  Jr.,  died  in  Richmond,  Va.. 
February  14,  1946.  Son  of  the  late  Charles  D.  Larus,  Sr.,  and  Mrs. 
Cornelia  Baldwin  Larus,  he  was  born  in  Richmond,  Va.,  on  June  15, 
1881,  and  had  for  years  been  prominent  there  in  business  and  social 
circles.  He  had  been  connected  with  the  Larus  and  Brother  Tobacco 
Company  since  he  was  nineteen  years  old  and  had  been  vice  president 
of  that  company  for  a  long  time.  Mr.  Larus  married  Miss  Anne  Morris 
who  survives  him  with  a  son  and  two  daughters.  He  was  the  uncle  of 
Lewis  G.  Larus,  Jr.,  '38,  and  of  the  Reed  boys,  sons  of  the  late  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Hobart  Reed. 

DILLARD.  Mr.  Robert  Grey  Dillard,  aged  68,  died  at  his  home  in 
Tappahannock,  Va.,  on  February  27,  1946.

TURNBULL.  Rev.  lennox  Brickhead  Turnbull,  D.  D.,  of  the  Class 
of  1S68,  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  February  19,  1850.  It  was  a  class 
of  distinguished  men — most  of  them  Confederate  soldiers — and  Dr. 
Turnbull  was  the  last  surviving  member;  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
January  20,  1946,  he  was  9;  years  old,  the  oldest  of  the  alumni.  .After 
his  graduation  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary — then  of  course  at 
Hampden-Sydney — he  was  assistant  to  the  late  Dr.  Moses  D.  Hoge  in 
Richmond;  later  he  was  pastor  for  nine  years  at  Durham,  N.  C;  the 
rest  of  his  active  ministr)'  was  spent  in  Loudoun  County,  Va.  Impaired 
health  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  retire  in  1900;  and  after  that  date 
his  home  was  in  Lexington,  Va.  He  is  survived  by  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
David  Meade  Bernard  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  by  two  sons — the  Rev.  M. 
Ryerson  Turnbull  and  Stockton  C.  Turnbull — and  by  numerous  grand- 
children and  great  grandchildren. 

CLARK.  Hubert  Galbraith  Clark,  '11,  died  in  a  hospital  in  Bluefield, 
W.  Va.,  on  January  21,  1946,  aged  q6  years.  Born  at  Rocky  Mount,  Va., 
he  was  the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  P.  C.  Clark,  D.  D.,  of  the  Class  of  1884 — 
trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  1923  to  1936 — and  Mrs.  Sarah 
Home  Clark.  Most  of  Mr.  Clark's  mature  life  was  spent  as  a  newspaper 
man.  He  commenced  his  career  in  this  profession  in  Birmingham,  Ala. 
Later  he  was  connected  with  various  papers  in  Virginia  and  other  southern 
states.  In  1927  he  became  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Williamson  (W.  Va.) 
Daily  NewSy  a  position  which  he  held  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was 
remarkable  for  candor  and  courage — qualities  which  often  brought  down 
criticism  upon  him,  which,  once  at  least,  culminated  in  personal  violence. 
The  editor  was  an  honest  and  conscientious  man,  he  did  what  he  thought 
was  right,  and  he  expected  similar  conduct  in  others. 

In  World  War  I.  he  enlisted  as  a  private  on  Ma}'  28.  191 7,  was  dis- 
charged at  Fort  Sill,  Okla.,  on  December  9,  1918,  having  served  in  the 
U.  S.  Field  .\rtillerv  and  having  been  promoted  to  second  lieutenant. 
Battery  C,  51st  F.A.,  U.  S.  A.^ 
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VANCE.  A  few  of  the  "Old  Guard"  may  remember  the  beautiful 
Miss  Mamie  Currell  who  resided  at  Hampden-Sydney  during  a  part  of 
the  time  when  her  talented  brother,  Dr.  William  Spenser  Currell,  was 
Professor  of  English  in  Hampden-Sydney  College  (1881-86).  These  few 
will  have  pleasant  memories  of  a  young  lady  of  rare  charm  of  character 
and  person;  and  they  will  be  grieved  to  hear  of  her  death  which  occurred 
at  Blowing  Rock,  N.  C,  in  December  1945. 

She  was  born  in  York,  S.  C,  in  1863;  married  Rev.  J.  I.  Vance,  D.  D., 
in  1S87,  and  was  a  loving  wife,  an  efficient  pastor's  assistant,  until  Dr. 
Vance's  retirement  in  1936.  Mrs.  Vance  is  survived  by  two  sons,  three 
daughters,  and  grandchildren,  and  great  grandchildren.  Having  served 
her  day  and  generation  faithfully  and  well,  she  was  laid  to  rest  in  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  where  more  than  thirty  years  of  her  useful  life  was  spent. 

RIESS.  Lewis  William  Riess,  '11,  was  Athletic  Director  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  1908-1910,  later  held  the  same  position  at  V.  P.  I.  and  at 
Randolph-Macon  College.  He  always  retained  his  interest  in  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  at  times  expressed  it  in  kind  and  friendly  letters.  Mr. 
Riess  went  overseas  in  World  War  L  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  outfit  and 
spent  fourteen  years  in  Europe  with  this  organization.  Later  he  went  to 
fiawaii  for  four  years;  then  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was  USO 
director  at  Walla  Walla,  Washington, until  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  called  him  to 
serve  again  in  Europe.  His  death  occurred  in  Belgium  on  January  4, 
1946.  He  married  Miss  Dorothy  Sanderson  in  Somerville,  Mass.,  on 
December  25,  1914.  There  were  three  children  when  he  last  reported; 
.  Lois,  Leighton  and  Gordon  Riess.  The  newspaper  reports  that  his 
family  reside  in  Walla  Walla. 

THOMPSON.  Rev.  Ernest  Thompson,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Bartow 
County,  Ga.,  November  10,  1867,  son  of  the  Rev.  Gilbert  Taylor  and 
Mrs.  Josephine  King  Thompson.  He  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
famous  Webb  School  in  Tennessee,  a  school  unique  in  its  methods  of 
character  building.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Drury  College  from  which  he 
received  the  B.  A.,  M.  A.,  and  D.  D.  degrees.  His  theological  training 
was  gotten  at  McCormick  Theological  Seminary  in  Chicago  and  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland.  Before  coming  to  Charleston,  W.  Va., 
as  assistant  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  1932,  Dr.  Thomp- 
son had  held  pastorates  at  Texarkana,  Tex.,  and  in  Louisville,  Ky.  W^e 
think  of  him  as  belonging  to  Charleston;  for  from  1902  to  1908  he  was 
there  as  assistant,  and  from  1908  to  1938  he  was  the  active  and  faithful 
and  beloved  pastor  of  the  First  Church;  in  the  latter  year  he  resigned 
and  was  elected  pastor  emeritus.  Dr.  Thompson,  the  busy  and  conse- 
crated shepherd  of  his  own  flock,  found  time  to  serve  the  church  at  large. 
In  1933  he  was  Moderator  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  General  As- 
sembly; he  also  was  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board,  a  position  that 
entailed  hard  work  and  carried  heavy  responsibility.  He  was  a  useful 
friend  and  valued  Trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  191 5-1930;  and 
was  also  Trustee  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond  and 
of  the  Mountain  Retreat  Association  of  Montreat,  N.  C. 

On  October  15,  1S91,  Dr.  Thompson  married  Miss  J.  Sawyer  Graves, 
who,  with  four  sons  survives  him.  These  sons  are  all  alumni  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College:  Allison  Garnett  Thompson,  '12;  I'>nest  Trice  Thomp- 
son, '14;  Hugh  Graves  Thompson,  '16;  and  Graves  Hayden  Thompson,

WOOD.  Mrs.  Maria  Booth  Robinson,  wife  of  Dr.  Richard  Hugh 
Wood,  '19,  died  at  her  home  in  .Xtlanta.  Ga.,  on  January  16,  1946.  She 
was  a  native  of  King  William  County,  Va.,  was  trained  as  a  nurse  in  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Hospital  of  the  set-up  years  ago;  and  ser\'ed 
in  World  War  I,  with  the  McGuire  L'nit.  She  married  Dr.  Wood,  June 
18,  1921.  Her  husband  served  in  War  I,  in  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps; 
in  World  War  II,  he  has  been  lieutenant  colonel,  LL  S.  A.  Medical  Corps, 
head  of  Emory  University  Medical  Unit,  General  Hospital  43.  Funeral 
services  and  interment  rites  were  held  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

HOLL.ADAY.  Judge  Henry  Thompson  HoUaday,  Jr.,  son  of  Mr. 
Henr\'  Thompson  and  Mrs.  Frances  Porter  Holladay,  was  born  at 
Rapidan,  Va.,  May  7,  1874,  and  died  at  his  home  there,  December  30, 
1945.  Prepared  for  College  at  the  old  Locust  Dale  Academy,  he  graduated 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1894  with  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science.  For  many  years  he  owned  and  operated 
the  Holladay  Mill,  now  the  Rapidan  Milling  Company.  From  1925  to 
1945  he  was  right-of-way  and  public  relations  representative  of  the 
Virginia  Public  Service  Company.  In  1922  he  became  Juvenile  and 
Domestic  Relations  Judge  in  Orange  County  and  in  1944,  he  was  Trial 
Justice.  Mr.  Holladay  on  October  22,  1907,  married  Miss  Helen  White

He  taught  at  Lawrence  College,  was  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Physics  at  Johns  Hopkins,  Professor  of  Physics  at  Bryn  Mawr, 
Professorof  Science  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  in  which  last  position 
he  followed  Dr.  L.  L.  Holladay,  who  was  loved  and  admired  by  students 
of  many  years.  In  1S92,  Dr.  Perkins  went  to  the  University  of  Tennsessee 
as  professor  in  the  department  of  Physics  and  Electrical  Engineering; 
and  he  remained  there  as  active  and  I''meritus  Professor  until  his  death 
on  November  26,  1945.  He  was  born  in  Ware,  Mass.,  and  had  reached 
the  age  of  87  when  the  end  came  after  a  brief  illness.

Sullivan  recently.  Frank,  who  has  always  seemed  like  a 
brother  to  me,  is  coming  to  H.  S.  C.  to  see  you  and  all  the 
old  gang  who  are  there.    Please  give  him  a  word  from  me. 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  send  my  contribution, 
the  first  but  not  the  last  to  the  Alumni  Fund.  I  hope  I 
will  be  able  to  increase  it  in  the  future.  Notice  what  it  is  to 
be  used  for.  I  would  give  anything  to  relive  those  days 
there  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Please  give  my  best  to  Dr.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Wilson, 
and  all  my  old  friends  there.

Tommy  Wiley,  sports-editor  of  the  Richmond  News- 
Leader,  printed  in  his  column  of  April  4,  some  very  in- 
teresting facts  about  the  personnel  of  the  present  baseball 
team.  The  game  to  which  he  refers  was  played  April  3, 
and  was  the  opener  for  the  Tigers;  they  lost  by  a  7  to  6 
score  to  the  Spiders. 

"Coach  Frank  Summers,  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
started  an  all-ex-servicemen's  team  against  the  Spiders  in 
the  baseball  opener  for  these  parts.  Even  Frank's  team 
manager  is  a  veteran. 

"Second  Baseman  Jack  Glascock  was  a  fhght  officer 
with  the  Gulf  Coast  Training  Command.  Center  Fielder 
Wallace  Rowe  was  a  private  first  class  with  the  4Sth 
Infantry  Division  in  Italy.  Shortstop  Boo  Sharpe  was  a 
sergeant  with  the  79th  Aerodrome  Squadron  of  the  Fifth 
Air  Force  in  the  Pacific.  First  Baseman  Lee  Oliver  was  a 
corporal  with  the  Sixth  Marine  Division  in  the  Pacific. 
Third  Sacker  Charlie  Blanton  was  a  lieutenant  (jg)  with 
the  Navy  Air  Arm  in  the  Pacific.  Catcher  Joe  Elmore  was 
a  radioman  first  class  with  the  Seventh  Amphibian  Squad- 
ron in  the  Pacific.  Right  Fielder  Jack  Goodloe  was  a  staff 
sergeant  with  the  97th  Field  Artillery  Squadron  in  the 
Pacific.  Left  Fielder  Harry  Lonergan  served  as  a  corporal 
with  the  First  Army  Engineers  in  the  ETO.  Pitcher  Lefty 
Jack  Parrish  was  a  private  with  the  S05th  Parachute 
Infantry  Division  and  he  made  one  combat  jump,  in 
Holland.  Manager  Dave  Boney  saw  plenty  of  action  with 
the  325th  Glider  Infantry  Division  during  the  Battle  of 
the  Bulge. 

"And  Coach  Summers  had  to  duck  plenty  of  kamikaze 
planes  on  Okinawa  while  serving  as  a  Red  Cross  field 
representative,  so  Frank  and  his  boys  really  have  some 
good  old-fashioned  'bull  sessions'  on  their  war  experiences. 

"Incidentally,  two  of  the  regulars,  Shortstop  Sharpe 
and  First  Baseman  Oliver,  wear  Purple  Hearts.  Both 
were  wounded  in  the  Pacific.  A  final  count  of  war  veterans 
on  the  Hampden-Sydney  squad  revealed  that  14  of  the  16 
men  Summers  brought  down  from  Death  Valley  were 
veterans." 

The  "Oliver"  to  whom  he  refers  is  a  son  of  the  beloved 
"B.  S."  Oliver,  long  in  the  service  of  the  College.
